SECTION  C  -  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA* 


^  Durln^^  the  early  part  of  this  year,  Mrc  J.A.  Thompson,  the  Surveyor 
and  Sanitary  Inspector  relinquished  the  post  in  ilovi/  Mills  to  undertake  a 
post  elsev\/here  and  an  unavoidable  interval  of  5  months  elapsed  before  Mr* 
C.  Walton  .loinod  the  staff  in  his  place*  Under  the  circumstances,  it 
was  iiupossible  to  take  samples  of  the  water  undertaking  as  frequently  as 
in  previous  years  and  no  chemical  samples  were  taken* 

In  all,  20  samples  of  water  v/oro  exaieined  bactoriologically,  of 
which  14  wore  found  to  be  unsatisfactory*  On  Jcnuary  25th,  1943,  the 
samples  Vi/ere  examined  both  at  the  Laboratories  of  the  Derbyshire  Coimty 
Council  and  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratories,  Manchester,  with  similar 
results,  excepting  that  the  samples  from  the  Public  Health  Laboratories 
were  slightly  more  favourable*  The  results  .  of  the  ana]Lysos  cannot  be 
considered  to  be  satisfactory  and  again  show  that  tho  filters  are  not 
invariably  adequate  to  deal  with  contamination;  also  that  contamination 
still  occurs  in  tho  distribution  of  the  water  after  filtration*  A 
table  of  results  is  appended* 

Sufficiency  and  Quality  of  the  Water  Supply* 

A  constant  supply  of  water  is  supplied  by  the  Council’s  undertaking, 
sufficient  in  quantity  and  genorallyof  good  quality,  to  tho  greater  art  of 
the  Urban  District* 

Tho  quality  is  affected  at  times,  in  periods  of  heavy  rainfall,  due 
to  inadequate  fil  tration  of  contamination  from  upland  surface  waters* 
Chlorination  has  boon  adopted  in  the  Ball  Beard  and  Lo?/loighton  supplies 
to  obviate  this  difficulty*  Further  measures  c.ro  under  consideration* 

89^'  of  the  dvjollinghouses  and  89^  of  tho  population  of  tho  district 
are  supplied  with  v\;ator  directly  to  each  houso* 

There  are  no  standpipes  in  the  district* 

^he  presence  of  lead  in  the  New  Mills  Water* 

In  1939  the  Soda  Ash  process  (Boll  Bros*)  was  added  to  the  Ball  Board 
and  Lowl  eight  on  supplies  o.nd  this  effectively  increased  the  alkalinity  of 
these  waters,  so  that  since  this  time  lead  has  not  been  foi^nd* 

Tho  Moorlands  Supply  is  in  its  origin  an  upland  surface  water  but  for 
four  years  has  had  a  quantity  of  treated  water  from  tho  Ball  Board  supply 
added  to  it  by  a  Booster  on  tho  Hayfield  Road*  Tho  presence  of  lead  to 
a  greater  extent  than  *04  parts  per  IDO, 000  has  only  on  one  occasion  been 
found  in  tho  Moorlands  Supply  (October  23rd,  1940)*

The  above  carcases  vjere  examined  in  the  Co-operative  Slaughterhouse, 
New  Mills,  nov\/  controlled  by  the  Ministry  of  Pood*  This  slaughterhouse 
is  the  central  slaughterhouse  for  the  Rural  District  of  Chapel-en-le-Prlth, 
the  Urban  Districts  of  ’^-haley  Bridge  and  Nevi/  Mills  and  the  Borough  of 
C-lossop  * 


Tho  slaughterhouses,  bakehouses  etc*  were  duly  Inspected  and 
10  cwts*  of  various  foods  were  condeimed  by  tho  Sanitary  Inspector. 
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ACTION  F  -  PREVALENCE  OF.  AND  CONTROL  OYER, 

INFECTIOUS  .-iND  OTNSR  DISK^SES. 


Apart  fron  a  considorable  opidoiaic  of  Measles  in  the  early  part  of 
the  year  (229)  there  have  not  been  many  cases  of  notifiable  infectious 
disease*  it  is  v^/orth  recording  that  for  the  first  time  for  many  years, 

there  has  not  boon  a  single  case  of  Diphtheria*  There  was  an  epidemic 
of  Influenza  in  the  last  two  months  of  the  year* 


DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 


53  children  under  the  age  of  5  years  vjero  iinmunised  and  18  over  5 
years, ^ with  a  total  of  71  in  all  during  the  year.  It  was  unfortunately 
impossible  to  carry  out  immunisation  vHiich  had  been  arranged  for  school¬ 
children  at  the  latter  end  of  the  year  because  of  the  influenza  opidemic 
already  mentioned,  in  which  a  largo  number  of  children  were  affected* 

On  December  31st,  1943,  it  was  estimated  that  58*43^  of  the  children 
undents  years  of  age  and  78*5%  of  the  children  between  5  end  15  years  had 
been  imaunisod*  The  number  of  children  iiirnunised  under  the  age  of  5 
years  is  still  not  satisfactory,  but  it  is  hoped  to  improve  this  figure 
in  the  coming  year* 


SCABIES  AND  PEDICULOSIS, 


These  conditions  are  to  some  o:r.tent  prevalent  in  certain  areas  of  the 
district*  Many  cases  of  scabies  have  been  brought  to  the  a.ttontion  of 
the  Plealth  Office  by  the  County  Health  Visitor  end,  in  the  absence  of  a 
centre  to  deal  with  them,  treatment  has  been  confined  to  the  home  cud  has 
been  under  the  direction  of  the  local  Doctors  and  the  County  Health 
Visitor* 


A  nur.ibor  of  school-children  has  been  dealt  with  at  the  High  Lee  Hall 
Clinic  by  the  Coimty  Health  Visitor*  To  help  in  this,  a  supply  of 
Benzylis  Benzoate  Emulsion  has  been  kept  at  the  Health  Office  and 
dispensed  to  patients  on  the  prescription  of  the  Doctors  or  request  by 
the  Nurse* 

Attempts  wore  made  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  at  the  request 
of  the  Council,  to  obtain  treatment  for  cases  by  neighbouring  authorities 
who  already  had  the  facilities.  Those  authorities  however,  were  not 
willing  to  treat  cases  outside  their  own  districts  and  the  Council  then 
decided  to  equip  a  Centro  at  New  Mills  at  the  Public  iissistance 
Institution  at  Ollersett  View,  Lowloighton.  The  difficulty  of 
obtaining  equipment,  for  example,  baths,  hot  water  supply  and  heating, has 
delayed  progress  but  it  is  hoped  to  have  the  Centre  completed  during  the 
coming  year* 

Pamphlets  on  the  subject  have  boon  issued  through  suitable  sources 
to  educate  the  public,  for  example,  to  the  local  Works  and  to  the  Infant 
Welfare  Centre. 

Arrangements  have  boon  made  with  the  High  Peak  Hospital  authorities 
for  the  disinfection  of  bedding  etc*  from  infected  houses  v^hen  required*
